The talk wa.s in line svith Ki- 
wani.s observance of the 83r(l 
anniversary of the historical ut¬ 
terance. 

The -speaker de.scribcd how on 
November 19, 186.3, the Gettys¬ 
burg battlefield was dedicated as 
a National cemetery, following 
re-lnt.erment of the heroic men 
who had fallen there a few 
month- before. 

Inviterl as .speaker of the Jay. 
bv the committee In charge was 
the Hon. Eiward Everett, most 
able and most popular orator of 
his day. President Lincoln was 
belatedly Invited to "make a few 
remarks", but was not expected 
to participate prominently. 

Dr. Wall described how Lin¬ 
coln wrote down the remarks he 
was to make at Gettysburg, In 
his bedroom on the previous 
evening. Arriving at the dedica¬ 
tion ceremonies, the President 
sat through the elotjuent two 
hour oration dellvere<l by Edward 
Everett, which wa.s enthuslAstlc- 
allv applauded.
